"No one in the Air Force, 
Including the Secretary, has so 
far explained how breaking-up
he Inglewood Ballistic Missilci 
Complex, at a cost of some $10 
million dollars, will help speed 
up or make more efficient the 
workings of this most crucial 
program.

"The Air Force has been as­ 
signed the grave responsibility 
of directing and managing the 
Nation's ballistic missiles pro-
ram, and I believe that a 

>roject of this importance 
needs checking into when it 
appears to be heading in a 
vrong direction."
